Publication has been suspend- 
ed liy scores of papers

•more are facing suith a possibility, 
in.-uiy of riiem Inrjie aud 'influential, 
siiu-e Canada has placed an embargo 
on newsprint. 


The possibility of Canada taking 


this action haV been hanging over 
the newspaper business for several 
months. On January 6 the governor- 
general of Canada signed an order

ences to manufacturers of

print who did not comply with the 
orders of the paper controller. The

That the shortage exists and is 


;is serious in CunadiV as it is in the 
United States, is disclosed by the 
fact thjit the three daily newspapers 
in Winnipeg suspended publication 
Saturday. The three editorial staffs

Next Year Marks End of Full 


Century of Progress .For 


State University. 


'..Indiana University will celebrate 
•its centennial' anniversary in the 
coming year. - 
i One hundred years ago next May 
the first definite step toward the 
founding of Indiana University -was 
taken when the General Assembly 
appointed .a board of trustees and i 
empowered them to buy land and' 
erect thereon suitable buildings for a 
state seminary. These trustees were 
Jonathan Lindley, Charles 
Dewey. 


David a Maxwell, John M. Jenkins, 
Jonathan Nichols and William Lane. 
, As a'result of this [legislation, the 
new seminary was opened in May, 
1824. 
The building, only a temporary 


1 structure, was erected at the south 
end of Coljege avenue where the old 
college, now the Junior high school, 
stands. 


Changed to University. ' 


Within three years it had made 


such progress in number of students 
and in the general character of its 
work that a board of - visitors, ap- 
pointed by the general assembly in 
1827, 
recommended that the Indiana 


seminary be raised to the dignity of 
a college. Accordingly, by an act of 
the assembly, Jan. 24, 1828, the state 
seminary became Indiana'College. In 
1836 a more pretentious building was 
erected and in 1838 the name of the 
institution was again. changed—this 
time to Indiana University. 


The question of the relation of the 


Btate to the university'arose in the 
constitutional 
convention 
of 1851. 


Since no explicit statement was in- 
corporated in the constitution as 
adopted at the first meeting of tlie 
general assembly in 1852, an act was 
passed which may be regarded as the 
fourth charter of ,the university, and 
the one by which in the main it is 
still governed. This act provided lor 
the government of the 
institution, 


the management of its funds, and the 
disposition 
of the 
lands 
thereof. 


Finally, the supreme court of the 
state in the case of Fisher vs. Bower, 
rendered a decision (June 24, 1902) 
in which these words were, used, 
"The Indiana University is an in- 
tegral part af our free school system; 
it was the special creation of the con- 
stitution; 'the university as well as 
ts endowment has always been un- 
der the supervision of the state." 


Library Burns Twice. 


In 1854 the new buiiaing, with its 


entire contents in the^ form of 11- 
jraries and collections, was destroyed 
jy fire. The friends of the univer- 
sity came to its assistance and an- 
other and better building was erect- 
ed. This structure, one of the most 
picturesque in Bloomington, is now 
tnown as the Old College, it was pur- 
chased by the board of education of 
:he city of Bloomington in 1897. In 
1874 
a second large building of de- 


sign similar to that of the old col- 
lege was erected for the libraries and 
museum; but in a second fire, in ISSS, 
-this building was destroyed with all 
Its contents. 


The fire of 1883 marked a turning 


point in the history of the institution, 
[t was decided to remove the uni- 
versity to a more ample site, awaj' 
from the noise and disturbance of 
the railway. . For this purpose the 
tract known as Dunn's woods was 
purchased, ea.st of the city, facing 
what is now Indiana avenue on the 
west, and Third street on the south. 


The chief university buildings form 


three sides of a quadrangle on the 
crest of the campus proper. Begin- 
ning with the one nearest the Kirk- 
wood entrance, they are ate follows: 
The" Library building, erected in 1907, 
containing at present 128,383 volumes 
and increasing at the rateNof about 
6,000 volumes a year; the Student, 
building, 1906; Maxwell hall, 1890, 
occupied by the administrative offices 
and the School of Law, is named for 
Doctor James .H Maxwell and for 
his son, Doctor James D. Maxwell; 
Owen hall, named for Richard Owen, 
geologist and professor of natural 
science from 1863 to 1879; Wylie 
hall, 1884, named in honor of poctor 
Andrew Wylie, the first president of 
Indiana University; Kirkwood hall, 
t'894; Science hall; 19u2; and Bio- 
logy hall, 1910. The newest building 
on the camfus- is the fine- men's gym- 
nadlum, completed in 1917. 


However, the need for new iuild- 


Ings, especially a new dormitory for 
the girls, is very great. Indiana Uni- 
versity has an increase of more than 
six hundred students this year .as 
•well' as a large ^number of new 
teachers.

Seventy Per Cent Employees in 


Shanghai Cotton Mills Wom- 


en and Children Working \ 


Twelve Hour Shins. 


One-fourth' of the women in the 


world 
are 
Chinese—200,000,000 of 


them. They are going into industry 
in large numbers to work long hours 
and for little money. 


In Shanghai, for Instance, seventy 


per cent of the employees In the 
cotton mills are women and children. 
Working boors for spinners are from 
six in the morning until six at night 
and from six at night until six In the 
morning. Weavers work from 5:30 In 
the morning until seven at night and 
the wages are from ten to twenty cents 
a day. Hundreds of women are em- 
ployed In silk filature mills, standing 
h'our after hour washing cocoons in 
basins of boiling water In the ex- 
cessively hot rooms necessary for 
apartments where fine silk is spun. 
In Canton alone, there .are 150,000 
women In factories at a maximum 
wage of forty cents a day for women 
and of fifteen cents a day for girls. 


As part- of its program of world 


service for women the National Young 
Women's Christian Association Is ex- 
pecting to put on Its staff of sec- 
retaries in China an expert on in- 
dustrial conditions who will develop 
social work In factories, and work to 
Improve conditions for women em- 
ployees. This work will include the 
Introduction of recreation and social 
life among the workers and of-health 
lectures and educational classes.

As a young man, Roosevelt was 


much interested in the collection 
of birds that frequented the coun- 
try near his home. 
After a time 


this collection was sold, after be- 
ing divided into small lots, one of 
which the university was fortunate 
enough to obtain. 
The local col- 


lection 
consists . of- seventy-five 


specimens, including a kingfisher, 
gull, owl, bluebird, duck, wook- 
pecker and numerous other small 
birls. 


For lack of an adequate museum 


this collection is now housed In 
the dingy basement of Biology hall 
and is not readily accessible. Each 
specimen is labeled in the former 
president's handwriting.

At the time the collection was 


purchased, no thought Was given 
to the prominence of the collector 
but only to the value of the skins, 
anil now-the suggestion is made 
'.hat a Roosevelt Memorial Museum 
should be provided for the uni- 
versity by either a private endow- 
ment or through state aid.
